Mother’s fight for test for 
life-threatening condition

AN inspirational mother is urging the 
Government to screen babies for a rare condi¬ 
tion that has left her unable to walk without 
support for more than 20 yards. 

Mother-of-two Gemma Holtby, of Potter Street, 
Harlow, was diagnosed with the very rare meta¬ 
bolic conditiond VLCAD after giving birth to her 
second son. 

The condition, which currently has no known 
cure, left the former nurse unable to walk and 
her husband Adam, 28, her full-time carer. 

“Life can be cruel sometimes,” said Gemma. “I 
miss out on a lot that a mum should do as I can’t 
do it, we don’t have a prognosis just take one day 
at a time. My husband does a lot for the kids and 
I miss out.” 

Three weeks after giving birth to their second 
son Liam by emergency caesarean in November 
2011 she started suffering flu-like symptoms. 

But despite plenty of rest the symptoms per¬ 
sisted and she was diagnosed as suffering from 
a water infection. She was prescribed antibiot¬ 
ics and at first felt better. But then she started to 
experience weakness in her legs and was unable 
to stand unaided. 

The former nurse was rushed to hospital 
where doctors initially thought she had suffered 
a stroke before discovering dangerously high 
levels of a enzyme called creatine kinase (CK) in 
her blood. 

“Normal levels of CK are between one and 175 
and mine was 6,000,” she said. 

Gemma was given steroids to treat the muscle 
weakness and after eight months, six further 
attacks and painful genetic testing, she was 
diagnosed with VLCAD. She is currently one of 
only four people in the UK diagnosed with the 
condition. 

Symptoms of the genetic condition usually

begin from birth or develop in adolescence. 

“I’ve had it from birth but the symptoms 
weren’t recognised. I would get aches from 
exercise as a teenager but doctors just put it 
down to growing pains.” 

A year later, in November 2012, Gemma and 
her family were forced to move to a specially 
adapted property. 

“I will never forget that day,” said Gemma. 
“My husband had to carry me to toilet because 
I couldn’t walk.” 

The stress of the move brought on an attack 
and her CK levels reached a life-threatening 
high of 58,000. Since then she has to use a 


VLCAD, or very long-chain acyl-CoA dehydrogenase deficiency, is a 
condition that prevents the body from converting certain fats to energy. 

Signs and symptoms typically appear during infancy or early 
childhood and can include low blood sugar, lack of energy and muscle 
weakness. Affected individuals are also at risk from serious 
complications such as liver abnormalities and life-threatening heart 
problems. 

Problems related to VLCAD deficiency can be triggered by periods of 
fasting, illness, exercise, stress and trauma. 


wheelchair when she goes out. 

Gemma, who takes various medications every 
day as well as high-carb drinks, is able to com¬ 
plete some day-to-day activities like washing. 
Adam has recently been able to return to part- 
time work. 

“My six-year-old lamie helps out with things,” 
said Gemma. “ When I’m in bed suffering badly 
he will bring things up to me and help his 
daddy. He’s a good boy and dealing with so 
much. 

“My levels vary but as it’s high on a daily basis, 
muscle breakdown is happening all the time 
and this is why I’m so weak and suffer pain plus 
severe fatigue.” 

Gemma has only been able to leave the house 
once in the past month. 

She added: “Adam has to help me with my 
everyday life. A funny part to this if I need Liam 
I stamp on the floor upstairs to get his atten¬ 
tion.” 

Gemma has launched a petition with Laura 
Linford from Barnsley, who lost her second son 
lack to VLCAD four weeks ago and Marie 
Mowat from Bristol, who has a boy with VLCAD. 

They are calling on the Government to add 
VLCAD to the list of conditions screened with 
the newborn heel prick test. Cureently only the 
less severe MMCAD and SCAD are tested for. To

as 30 animals grazing there at one time. 

One of the consequences of these horses 
being constantly moved and retethered is that 
much of the common is not fit for walking, 
being covered in thick layers of manure. 

The owners of these horses regularly drive 
on to the common in pick-up trucks and 
vans but I understood the driving of vehicles 
on this land was limited to the necessary 
activities of council vehicles. 

The vehicles gain access to the common via 
a gate barrier at the bottom of Harlow 
Common Road. The council did block this 
access with large earth mounds but the 
horse owners merely circumvented the 
barrier. 

The side access has now been blocked but 
as the horse owners now use the gate and 
regularly leave the barrier open, this access 
will provide the local travelling community 
with easy access to the common any time 
they wish to park there. 

I accept the grazing of horses throughout 
the year has some advantage for Harlow 
Council which will be saved the trouble and 
expense of mowing the land. However, the 
common is for the benefit of all and is 
currently not in a fit state for walking. 

I personally will no longer want to risk 
walking my dog on the common.

Spend more on prevention 

SIR Local authorities have a remit to prevent 
both physical and mental health problems 
in the communities they serve, using their 
public health budgets. 

Millions of pounds are spent every year to 
prevent people developing physical health 
problems like obesity, heart disease or 
cancer, but research by the charity Mind 
found that local authorities spend far too 
little on preventing mental health problems 
and are confused about what they should do 
to help prevent people becoming mentally 
unwell. 

In the East of England only 1.1 per cent of 
this budget is spent on mental health. With 
around one in four of us experiencing a 
mental health problem this year, this figure 
is unacceptably low. 

Demand for local NHS mental health 
services is rising and we have all seen 
reports that it is struggling to cope. 
Prevention is the key to making sure we 
reduce the impact on the health service in 
future. 

We need the next government to 
introduce a national strategy to ensure local 
authorities know what to do and use their 
budgets to prevent mental health problems 
developing and reduce the number of people 
becoming unwell.

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Cash plea saves 
Christmas lights 


CHRISTMAS lights will sparkle in Harlow town 
centre this year after two companies stepped in 
with a cash offer to meet the cost.

A COLLABORATION between police 
and secondary schools has resulted 
in the appointment of Harlow’s first 
youth police ambassadors. 

Students from Passmores 
Academy, Burnt Mill Academy, 
Stewards Academy, St Mark’s West 
Essex Catholic School and Mark Hall 
Academy have volunteered to take 
on the role. 

They will act as a link between the 
police and young people and will 
also work with Harlow Council and 
other organisations and groups in 
the town to ensure information is 
shared. 


PC Rob Hance, who is leading the 
initiative, said: “We are looking for 
the ambassadors to run something 
in their schools at least once a 
month. 

“Everything they do will be passed 
on to an independent advisory group 
and [Harlow youth councillor] Nishall 
Garala will be their voice there.” 

Chief superintendent Sean 


O’Callaghan, who thanked the 
students for volunteering, said: “This 
is a new journey for Harlow police. 
We want to listen to young people 
and their concerns and for them to 
tell us what we are not doing right. 

“It is all about listening to what 
they want us to do and how we can 
engage with them. We are using this 
as a new opportunity to learn.” 


MPs fury at response to Traveller camps

than 2,000 residents in Harlow have signed Mr 
Halfon’s petition calling on the authorities to take 
action. 

But despite the level of public anger, the MPs say 
little has been done by the authorities to deal with 
the issues. The letter, copies of which have been sent 
to the Communities Secretary and the Justice 
Secretary, sets out a lists of complaints against the 
Chief Constable, the Police and Crime Commissioner 
and local authorities. 

It states: “It is our understanding that there are 
relevant laws that could be used to tackle this issue 
including laws on trespass, highways and antisocial 
behaviour. The residents of Harlow and Thurrock 
have suffered enough, and it is time that immediate 
action is taken and the law upheld.” 

In the letter Mr Halfon and Ms Doyle-Price outline 
their following criticisms: 

Failure of the Chief Constable of Essex Police: 
“We believe there has been a significant failure of 
the Chief Constable for Essex to uphold the law and 
deal with this problem effectively. In Harlow, the 
police have seemed reluctant to act, seemingly 
because of human rights legislation about those 
individuals setting up illegal encampments. To 
date, there have been 73 illegal encampments in 
Harlow, but only 10 Section 61 Notices served.” 

Failure of the Police and Crime Commissioner: 


“An investigation should be launched into whether 
he is upholding his public duty. As the public’s rep¬ 
resentative it is his job to ensure that policing is 
upholding the law in Essex and to give challenge to 
the chief Constable where it is failing.” 

Failure of the authorities. “We both believe that 
the council should also pursue the perpetrators who 
set up illegal camps that then lead to huge clean-up 
costs at the expense of the taxpayer for compensa¬ 
tion.” 

Yesterday (Wednesday), Mr Alston responded to 
the criticism, saying he discussed the issue regu¬ 
larly with the Chief Constable and believed police 
had acted “proportionately and reasonably” in deal¬ 
ing with unauthorised encampments in Harlow. 

“As PCC, a key part of my role is to understand the 
issues and act as a bridge between the concerns of 
the community and Essex Police and partner agen¬ 
cies,” he said. “I have had considerable direct 
involvement, including making visits to Harlow 
with Essex Police to learn more about what is hap¬ 
pening on the ground.” 

He added: “There is a chronic under-provision of 
sites across Essex and there is not a single transit site 
in our county. One consequence is that police are 
not able to use Section 62 powers with regard to 
unauthorised encampments. 

“This is a countywide problem. I am clear that 
however well it is policed, policing alone cannot 
offer a solution.”

A FORMER secondary school 
teacher and current union 
official has been chosen by 
the Green Party to fight the 
Harlow seat at next year’s 
General Election.

it needs. 

“I want to see the likes of

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Three months after taking 
over as chief executive of 
the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust, Phil 
Morley tells Star news 
editor Gemma Gardner 
about his plans for the 
future of the hospital. In 
the first of a two-part 
report, he focuses on the 
difficult financial 
challenges that lie ahead. 


PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust 
needs to make savings of £7m each year 
while facing an increased patient demand of 
100,000 over the next decade. 

It’s a daunting challenge facing new chief 
executive Phil Morley, but he is quite clear 
how he will approach the task. He intends to 
maximise the money coming in by “doing 
things the right way”. 

“There are some unique features about this 
trust,” he explains. “We see as many patients 
come through the A&E here as Addenbrookes 
Hospital in Cambridge, we see as many 
patients as Guys Hospital and St Thomas’ 
Hospital in London and we see almost as 
many patients as UCL ... and they are all 
really big trusts. 

“So if you compare us with a trust of a 
similar size and population like Mid- 
Cheshire - and I was chief executive there 
five or six years ago -which have the same 
budget and the same population size, they 
have about 70,000 patients a year and we see 
110,000. So we see more patients than 
Cambridge but they’ve got three times as 
many beds.” 

Earlier this year the PAH trust reported a 
deficit of £16.5m in the financial year 
2013/14. The hospital now has a plan to 
reduce this over the next three years. 

The cost of agency and temporary staff 
has been a big factor. Many of these were 
taken on to cope with the increased 
demand in A&E as well as 
emergency admissions compared 
with the same time last year. 

At the start of the last financial 
year the hospital was spending 
just over £lm on temporary 
staff each month. That figure 
has gone up to around £2m per 
month. 

Latest figures - to March 
2014 - show there has been a 
year-on-year growth of 11 per 
cent in non-elective activity. 

“The better your services are 
the more people want to come 
here so you become a victim 
of your own success,” says Mr 
Morley. “We also suffer from 
the ‘London effect’ so we 
struggle to recruit into 
specialties. London lures 
people in; you get big pay at 
big teaching hospitals.” 

Cost control measures are

now in place at PAH and there is a 
managed reduction in temporary and 
interim staff. As 17 per cent of the 
hospital’s total pay bill goes on 
temporary workers, it will be 
terminating the contracts of costly 
senior interim corporate staff 
which will save £1.6m by the end of 
this financial year. 

“We will also be recruiting more 
nurses to substantive posts to 
eliminate or massively reduce our 
reliance on agency nurses who 
are more expensive,” says Mr 
Morley. 

“We are looking at procurement 
and switching suppliers to get a 
better deal. Our cost-saving 
programme is being clinically- 
led with clinical working groups 
set up to manage the process.” 
Currently the hospital prints 


two million pages of paper a year. If this is 
halved, the money saved would pay for six 
nurses. As a result the hospital is looking at 
adopting more electronic working practises. 

It will also seek to reduce the £105,000 it 
spends on gas and electric each month. 

“Turning temperature down by just one 
degree saves about £13,000 a month,” he 
says. “But we will never make any cost- 
savings that could be detrimental to our 
excellent safety record and the care of 
patients. The way we are working currently 
is not working and by changing that we can 
not only become more efficient, we can also 
save money that can be re-invested into 
patient care.” 

Mr Morley says the hospital’s patients, of 
which 57 per cent come from Essex and 43 
per cent from Hertfordshire, bring with them 
varying levels of funding. 

“Every patient that comes through the door 
attracts a certain tariff. If you’re coming to 
an outpatient clinic you may get £60 while if 
you’re having a hip operation you may get 
£3,000. So you don’t start the year with a 
budget you can spend, you earn the budget 
as those patients come through the system. 

“Each year that money goes down, the 
tariff usually goes down four per cent. But 
while the tariff goes down our costs keep 
going up. 

“It’s quite difficult to plan if you don’t know 
how many people are going to come through 
the door. We only get a third of the tariff for 
non-elected emergency patients - that’s how 
the system works nationally - so usually we 
make a loss on the patients who come in for 
emergency care.” 

But Mr Morley insists that by bringing 
income into the trust and ensuring it offers 
the best possible service, it is are able to 
tackle challenging budgets. 

“It’s little things that make the big 
difference. Where do we spend the money 
we don’t need to spend.” 

Mr Morley, who comes from a clinical 
background and has worked in the NHS for 
more than 30 years, says he has enjoyed his 
first three months in the hotseat. 

“It’s a really friendly place, the town is a 
friendly place and the staff are welcoming 
and warm. I think it’s our role is to try to find 
a future for the organisation.”

Church warden 
gambled away 
fraud proceeds

A FORMER City banker, chairman of magistrates 
and church warden has been jailed for six years 
for a £ 5m fraud. 

Patrick Coppeard, 49, of Denby Grange, Harlow, 
swindled friends, family and members of a church 
congregation, gambling away all the money they 
entrusted to him to invest. 

Coppeard pleaded guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court to fraudulently abusing his position as a 
trustee of St John’s Church in Loughton between 
January 1, 2008 and May 11, 2013. 

Prosecutor Peter Gair said Coppeard, who was a 
managing director of Merrill Lynch investment 
bank until he took medical retirement in 2000, 
was given more than £5m by 61 friends, relatives 
and associates as well as the church itself. 

His victims ranged from a school-age friend of 
his son to pensioners. 

When the fraud came to light, his victims vari¬ 
ously described themselves as feeling violated, 
traumatised and depressed. Some had lost their 
life savings while others faced bankruptcy, the 
loss of their home or were 
unable to pay for care for 
elderly loved ones. 

The court heard Coppeard 
ran a Ponzi-type fraud in 
which investors were sup¬ 
posed to be paid back from 
later recruits drawn in. 

Coppeard handed himself 
in to police in May last year. 

Mr Gair said: “He jumped 
before he was pushed. He was 
clearly so heavily in debt and 
had no means at all to make 
the bogus returns that he 
even started bouncing 
cheques.” 

Until then he was still 
accepting “investment” cash, 
in one case a sum of £160,000. 

Mr Gair said Coppeard, who 
has kidney disease, retired 
from Merrill Lynch in 2000 
with a £lm bonus and month¬ 
ly payments of £5,600.

genuinely remorseful. 

Mr Hammond said the fraud 
began after his retirement, 
escalating until it spiralled 
totally out of control. 

Mr Hammond said Copp- 
eard’s kidney disease progno¬ 
sis was “not good” and his con¬ 
dition would severely deterio¬ 
rate. 

Jailing Coppeard for six years, 
judge Anthony Goldstaub said: 
“Sixty one individuals lost all 
or some of their life savings 
and their bitterness is well 
understood. 

“I wish by sentencing you I 
can make them feel better or 
give them some sense of clo¬ 
sure but it will not be possible 
because all that will be left 
from a case like this is loss on 
all sides.” 


He admitted having a gam¬ 
bling problem and used online 
spread betting on shares, on 
casinos and sporting events. 

When questioned by police 
about the money he had swin¬ 
dled he told them he had “zip- 
pety doo-dah” left. 

Mr Gair said that the Crown 
would be seeking to confiscate 
Coppeard’s assets but his vic¬ 
tims were only likely to receive 
less than lOp in the £ for what 
they had lost. 

“He knew these people and 
would have known the effect 
on them, the violation, loss of 
trust, trauma of losing their 
life savings,” added Mr Gair. 

Sean Hammond, represent¬ 
ing Coppeard, said in mitiga¬ 
tion the defendant had not 
lived a lavish lifestyle and was 


Sound of ‘explosion’ caused by sonic boom 


A LATVIAN cargo plane was escorted to 
Stansted Airport after it was intercepted by 
RAF jets over Kent, causing a sonic boom over 
Harlow.

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Care firm’s losses 
putting jobs at risk 


THE jobs of up to 100 care workers are at 
risk as a loss-making Essex County 
Council-owned firm struggles to get into 
profit. 

Essex Cares, which was set up as a Local 
Authority Trading Company in 2009 and 
runs the Hub@Harlow- a centre in Pyenest 
Road offering support and respite care for 
families - made a pre-tax loss of more than 
£800,000 last year. 

This week Essex Cares chairman Peter 
Martin released a statement in which he 
said: “We are not a profitable organisation 
. . . this cannot continue if the company is 
to survive.” 

Unions have described plans to address 
the financial position as a major concern to 
staff. 

Essex County Council is the sole share¬ 
holder of Essex Cares, which is allowed to 
make a profit from the services it provides 
to its clients. 

When it was established it was the first 
such firm to be set up in the UK, and pro¬ 
vides support for elderly and disabled peo¬ 
ple at home and in activity centres. 

Although it made a pre-tax profit in each 
of the financial years up to 2012-13, the 
firm made a loss 2013-14 financial year. As 
a result, managers are proposing reducing 
the management and administration 
workforce by the equivalent of 24 fulltime 
posts. 

But in a document seen by the BBC, the 
company said: “The number of redundan¬ 
cies may be higher as there may be some 
skills gaps that cannot be addressed.”

It goes on to say that “the maximum pos¬ 
sible number of redundancies is therefore 
estimated at 100 head count”. 

The document adds the company is plan¬ 
ning to bring in changes in two phases, 
with potential cuts in staff being made at 
the second stage. 

Michelle Bradley, union Unison area 
organiser, said: “We are extremely con¬ 
cerned. We have a large number of mem¬ 
bers working for Essex Cares. It is clearly in 
the early days and the company has started 
consultation.” 

A spokesman for Essex Cares said that last 
year it helped more than 53,000 people to 
stay in their homes and communities. 

“Our customers’ needs can be complex 
and Essex has a growing elderly population 
which will bring fresh challenges in the 
future,” he added. “This transformation 
programme will create a flexible organisa¬ 
tion that builds on the excellent service we 
already deliver to make it even better. 

“It will respond swiftly, providing profes¬ 
sional support out of hours and put more 
resources behind a larger number of front 
ine staff. We’ll resize and reshape, put 
decision making down to the local level 
where it belongs and employ robust IT to 
improve efficiency. 

“This is a bold plan that realises a vision 
and model for growth that will see Essex 
Cares deliver a gold standard service and 
be a great place to work.”

DURING the First World War much of the 
fighting took place in western Europe. 
Previously beautiful countryside was 
blasted, bombed and fought over again 
and again. 

The landscape swiftly turned to fields 
of mud, bleak and barren scenes where 
little or nothing could grow. 

However, bright red Flanders 
poppies were delicate but 
resilient flowers and grew in 
their thousands, flourishing 
even in the middle of chaos and 
destruction.

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GARDENING & FOOD 


WE may have had storms and rain, 
but while the ground is still workable 
gardeners should make the most of the 
time they have left to do the jobs which 
will give them a head start next year. 

Whether it's revamping your lawn, 
dividing perennials, trimming hedges, 
clearing weeds or preparing the 
greenhouse for winter, you should leave 
no stone unturned if you want to get 
things in order for spring. 

Don't delay in completing these tasks: 

:: Plant new trees, shrubs and roses. 

These should benefit from the warm soil 
which encourages root growth to develop 
quickly. You will need to give them a 
good soak when planting initially, but 
hopefully rain will play a part too. 

Just keep an eye on newly-planted 
specimens and don't allow them to dry 
out if we don't have wet weather. The 
plants should establish over the winter, 
giving you a head start for spring. 

:: Revamp your lawn. With all the 
autumn rain we've had the ground will be 
soft enough to either turf or reseed a new 
lawn, or repair an old one. 

If you are laying new turf good 
preparation is the key and that means 
removing weeds and stones, digging over 
the soil, adding compost or well-rotted 
farmyard manure, incorporating sharp 
grit on heavy soil and levelling the area 
off to a fine tilth on which to sow seed or 
lay turf. 

It needs to be kept well watered, 
although the rain should help at this time 
of year. Seed needs to be protected from 
birds with netting, elevated by placing 
shortened twigs or canes around the area 
and securing the netting to them. 

:: Trim hedges and tidy evergreens. 

Evergreens should not put on much new 
growth during winter so should save you 
the job of pruning them in spring, when

you may risk disturbing nesting birds. 
Deciduous shrubs can be pruned into 
winter. 

:: Divide perennials. Now is the 

perfect time to split those plants which 
have become congested while they are 
dormant but before the ground becomes 
too hard to dig them out. 

Perennials which benefit from dividing 


every few years include hostas (but you'l 
need a knife to cut through the thick 
roots), cranesbill geranium, montbretia, 
rudbeckia, helenium and aster. 

You can also move plants which aren't 
happy in their allotted space to a spot 
where they may be happier. 

:: Weed out the worst culprits. If 

you do a final weed before the perennial 


weeds disappear for the winter, you 
should hopefully make your task lighter 
when they come back in spring. 

Look out for ground elder, couch grass 
and bindweed which are among the 
most pernicious weeds and try to dig up 
all the white roots which, if left in the 
ground, will just sprout up again next 
year. 

:: Increase your stock. Take 
hardwood cuttings in late autumn 
to propagate shrubs including roses, 
willows, philadelphus, weigelas and 
dogwoods. 

Cut woody shoots from the base of 
the current year's growth, trim below 
a leaf joint and remove the tip to leave 
the cuttings 20-30cm long. Dip the 
base into hormone rooting powder, 
make a slit trench in a well cultivated 
but vacant area of the garden, push 
the cuttings in vertically, 30cm apart 
and firm the soil back around them, 
closing the trench. Water them in. 

This time next year they may have 
rooted enough to be moved. 

:: Spruce up the greenhouse. If | 

the weather is still sunny there is no 
better time to wash the windows, 
remove the shading, clean the 
staging and do any structural repairs 
needed. Then you can insulate the 
greenhouse with bubble wrap in 
preparation for winter.

:: Clear out and place 
under cover decorative 
containers that aren’t 
frost hardy. 

ii Prune climbing and 
rambling roses and cut 
back hybrid tea roses 
to reduce damage from 
windrock.

pond heater to keep a 
small area of water ice- 
free if you keep fish.

1 ,f Pots are too large 
to bring inside, insulate 
them from the cold 
using bubble wrap or 
horticultural fleece. 

Remove yellowing 
leaves from Brussels 
sprouts and other 
winter brassicas such as 
cabbages and broccoli.

Chef Dipna gets curried away 


FOR many of us, Indian food 
conjures up images of a naughty 
but nice takeaway with all the 
trimmings, or a quick and calorific 
curry ready meal. 

But chef Dipna Anand is 
determined to prove there are 
healthy ways to enjoy all your 
favourites - from tandoori dishes 
to Bombay potatoes - without 
sacrificing flavour. 

"A lot of people think Indian 
food is oily and greasy and it 
can't be made without a lot 
of butter and ghee, but that's 
not the case at all," says the 
30-year-old, whose family has 
run the award-winning Brilliant 
Restaurant in Southall since the 
1970s. 

"You can still make a fantastic 
chicken tikka masala without 
using the butter and oils and fats. 
As long as you balance the spices, 
that's what gives the dish its 
flavour and taste." 

Anand was inspired to research 
low-fat Indian cuisine as a 
schoolgirl after her father, Gulu, 
had a wake-up call after suffering 
a heart attack. 

"He was eating a lot of oily, 
greasy food so I wanted to do 
something aimed at people who 
were controlling their weight 
but still loved Indian food," she 
explains. 

After landing top marks for an 
A-level project on the subject, the 
low-fat options were added to the 



TANDOORI LAMB CHOPS 
(makes 12 pieces) 

10 lean lamb chops 
3 green finger chillies, made 
into a paste

When the lamb chops are coated, leave in 
the refrigerator to marinate for at least 30 
minutes or preferably overnight or the 
meat to soak up the flavour better. 

To cook the lamb chops, lightly 
grease an oven tray, lay the lamb 
chops flat on the tray and cook 
for about 25 minutes at 
180C. Turn the chops over 
half way through cooking 
to cook evenly on the 
other side. 

Serve and get stuck 
in. 



Brilliant menu and, says Anand, 
"they took off". 

She's now written her first 
cookbook, Beyond Brilliant, which 
features healthy dishes among its 
more than 40 recipes. 

"Some of the recipes in the 
book date back 65 years," she 
says. "They were passed from my 
grandfather to my dad and now 
on to me." 

The Brilliant restaurant has 
welcomed its fair share of famous 
faces over the years including the 
Prince of Wales and Duchess of 
Cornwall. TV chef Gordon Ramsay 
also featured it in his 2010 series 


Ramsay's Best Restaurant and 
spent a day learning how to cook 
on the clay oven. 

"It's not the easiest station to 
work on in the kitchen and he left 
here with blisters on his arms, but 
he still did a fantastic job and he 
grafted," reveals Anand. "He's 
very passionate and very funny as 
well. He was swearing at times, 
but when it came to work he was 
getting the orders out." 

When she isn't working in the 
restaurant or running cookery 
courses, Anand plays cricket 
and indulges her other passion: 
shopping.

"I'm a compulsive 
shopaholic," she 
confesses.

T HE recent round of 
political party 
conferences cast the 
spotlight on the future 
direction of the housing 
market. 

With a general election not 
too far away, the so-called 
mansion tax was Labour’s 
headline-grabbing initiative. 
The Conservatives, on the 
other hand, seemed more 
concerned about helping 
aspiring young buyers onto 
the property ladder. 

However - and perhaps 
unsurprisingly - it was the 
mansion tax that caused the 
most controversy. This 
proposed tax would be 
targeted at owners of 
houses valued at over £2m 
and will, Labour claims, 
raise an extra £1.2bn for the 
NHS. 

According to Zoopla’s 
figures, this would mean 
levying an average of 
£11,000 per property per 
year from the 108,000 
homes currently over the 
£2m threshold. 

There has been plenty of 
speculation about how it 
might work but so far 
Labour has failed to provide 
any concrete details. 

No-one knows whether it 
will be a progressive tax 
banded in some way or if 
there will be any exemptions 
- all of which make it very 
difficult to assess its full 
impact. 

Even so, many people have 
already claimed that it would 
be difficult to levy, distort 
the property market and be 
an unfair tax on London 
where 88 per cent of such 
properties are located, many 
a long way from being a 
mansion. 

In what is effectively an 
extension of the Help to Buy 
scheme, the Conservatives 
are proposing to incentivise 
developers to build 100,000 
new homes for first-time 
buyers under 40 years of 
age. 

Participating developers 
would be given tax breaks 
and brownfield sites would 
be released to provide them 
with a ready source of 
cheap land. 

Who knows exactly what 
will happen but the 
uncertainty created by these 
contrasting approaches 
could well have a 
dampening effect on market 
activity as we edge closer to 
the election in May next

F IAT’S evergreen 500 has been 
turned into a fire-breathing 
hot hatch before by legendary 
firm Abarth, but the latest version 
is now a permanent addition to 
the range. 

Available in semi-sensible 
Turismo or the 100 per cent 
barmy Competitzione guise 
tested here, the Abarth 500 is not 
for the faint of heart. 

There’s a turbocharged 1.4-litre 
petrol unit offering a healthy 
158bhp but more significantly 
1701b.ft of torque. The exterior 
wears a seriously tough bodykit 
and alloy wheel options, while 
there’s stiffer suspension and 
uprated brakes 

Looks and image 

It’s hard not to love the Abarth’s 
looks, even though from some 
angles it is almost comically 
pumped up. From a rational point 
of view, it has the proportions of a 
rollerskate, with a short 
wheelbase, big wheels and 
minimal ride height. 


Any notion that the standard 
500 is a car just for girls is 
dismissed in a flash when it’s 
turned into an Abarth. Those in 
the know recognise the badge 
and those that don’t are 
intrigued. 

Space and practicality 

Don’t forget that the Abarth is 
still a city car, however much its 
transformation has rendered it 
better suited to the open road.

Behind the wheel 

This particular 595 had the 
optional leather bucket seats, 
which are terrifically supportive 
and look superb. 

In fact it’s very easy to be 
carried away with the options list, 
especially when the end result is 


so much fun. 

Drive the 595 in the manner it 
deserves and you’ll revel in the 
gloriously torquey engine, the 
hilariously raucous exhaust note 
and the way in which it dives into 
bends with limitless enthusiasm. 

It’s a car that works best when 
you chuck it about rather than 
use a delicate hand. Do so and it’s 
a complete riot, as well as 
remarkably quick. 

Turn down the wick and it’s a 
little more like hard work. The 


great handling comes from the 
stiff suspension which means 
bumps are felt rather than heard, 
but it’s a worthwhile trade-off. 

Value for money 

There’s actually quite a bit of 
competition at this price level, 
and on the one hand the 595 
Competitzione is far from cheap. 

However, it does come with a lot 
of kito; items like Xenon 
headlights and the glorious 
exhaust system are all standard.

Who would buy one? 

If you can live with the ride 
quality then the urban girl about 
town, who wants a 500 more 
stylish than anyone else, would 
be very happy with the Abarth 
595 - although they might prefer 
the Turismo model. 

The other ideal buyer for the 595 
is anyone who wants a small 
weekend toy to blast away the 
cobwebs that can also be used in 
normal circumstances, at least 
some of the time.
